2. Citations and explanations 
Dl: CN1403932A 



Dl relates to a Machine vision system based on PCI and vision bus which is capable of 
being reconfigured, wherein discloses ( page 1) : there is a visual bus dedicated to transmit 
the visual traffic stream between each device, besides the local bus dedicated to transmit the 
data. While the Dl dosn't disclose the visual bus connection dedicated to transmit the visual 
data stream between the master control board and the user interface, but the skilled in the field 
consider the master control board and the user interface as the devices disclosed in the Dl, and 
achieve the technique scheme by using the technique disclosed in the Dl. Thus, the claim 1 is 
not creative (Art.33(3)PCT). 

Also ,D1 combined the well kown technique discloses the technique character of the claim 
8. Thus, the claim 8 is not creative (Art.33(3)PCT). 

Append technology characteristics of the dependent claims 2-7,9-1 3are further restriction for 
said method , those are well known to skilled in the field, they can achieve said different 
content whithout paying out creationary labor based on said cited document. Thus, said claims 
are not creative (Art.33(3)PCT). 

Claims M3comply with PCT article 33(4), having industrial applicability. 
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
